Read Jan. 12, /"■"'I HE earthquake at Lifbon, which 
175 ’ X y° u gave me an account of, was 
certainly the mod awful tremendous calamity, that 
has ever happened in the world. Its effcdts are ex¬ 
tremely wonderful and amazing; and it feems, as 
you obferve, to have been felt in all parts oPthe 
globe. On the 3d day of the fame month the earth¬ 
quake of Lifbon happened, I felt at Manna (1) a 
violent (hock myfelf; and from that time to the 3d 
of December following I felt no lefs than twelve 
different (hocks, all which I took an exadd account 
of in my pocket-bock. Since which we have had 
two very fevere earthquakes, felt, we believe, through¬ 
out this illand (2). The walls of (3) Cumber- 
land-houfe * * were greatly damaged by them. Salop- 
houfe *, my own (formerly Mr. Maffey’s), the houfes

and the works at the fugar-plantation (5) received 
confiderable damage. The ground opened near the 
qnalloe ( 6 ) at Bencoolen, and up the River in feverai 
places j. and there iflued therefrom fulphureous earth, 
and large quantities of water, fending forth a moffc 
intolerable ftench. Poblo Point (7) was much cracked 
at the fame time ; and fome doofoons (8) in-land at 
Manna were deftroyed, and many people in them. 

Thefe are all the ill effects, that have come to our 
knowlege; but, it is reafonable to fuppofe, not all! 
the damage, that has happened upon the ifland.
